many negro preachers who have received
communications from General Mabone has
r£33nted what, if sent to any white preach¬
er, would have been justly deemed a gross
and gratuitous insult.

The Philadelphia Record says: "The
receiver of texes is now ready to take tbe

poll tax of any man who may desire to pay
it. A poll-tax receipt is a handy thing to

have in ooe's pocket on election day.''
Pennsylvania gives an immense republican
majority, and tbe republicans thereof are

Io Virginia there is no restriction
oa suffrage. Any negro vagabond who says he

Gov. Lee was in Lynchburg yesterday

afternoon to attend a meeting of the board
of trustees of the Southern colored orphan
asylum to be built near that city. He said
the movement was a good one, and be hoped
it would succeed. "By taking these young
orphans and raising them under proper in¬

fluence," continued the Governor, "they
may grow up to be Useful citizens and do
some good in the world, especially among
their own race. For this reason the scheme
may enlist the sympathies, if not the active
aid, of many right thinking people." Branch¬
ing out on the race qneation in its political
bearings, he added : "I am sorry to see the
two races drifting apart in Virginia, but that
is the uomistakabie tendency. They are

getttDg fartner apart every year, and there
-eenio to be no hope of ever re establishing
cordial and kindly relations between tbem.
This is chielle the fault of the colored per-
pie, and they will be the chief sufferers by-
it. By their persistent political hostility to
the better elements of the white popula¬
tion tbey are driving off the only peo
pie who can help tbem.the white tax pay¬
ers of the State. The latter are already
growing restive under the great burden of

negro education and criminal expenses,
which amount to an enormous Bum annual¬
ly, and for which the white people bave no

return and see no good re>ults. The an¬

nual outlay for negro education under the
public school system amounts to $340.000,
ninety per cent of which is paid by white
taxpayers. In addition there are the Hamp¬
ton Normal School and Petersburg Institute,
both of which receive large yearly appro
priations. Now, when you add to this the
CDSt of the colored insanb asylum at Peters¬
burg, $140,000 a year, and the crim¬
inal expanses of over $220,000 eighty
per cent, of which is for colored criminal-,
you can readily see that it runs up to au

enormou-) total, the im. quality of which as

regards the white people is very sensible,
and under which, as I said, they are grow-
iug very restive. I repeat that I regret to
see this widening gap between the races, but
I see no remedy for it as long as the colored
people as a mass pureue their present politi¬
cal courae ar,d remain wilfully blind to a

proper recognition of what the white people
have done and are still doing for tbem in the
respects above mentioned."

jump for hi; life, I jumped myself."

Train Robbers
Fürt Worth, Texas, Sept. 25..At a lale

hour last night as the north bound Santa Fe
train was pulling out cf Crowley, ten mile*
south of this city, three men boarded the
train and two others jumped on the loco-
mot, ve. The two on tbe engine placed pis¬
tols to tbe heads of the engineer and fire
man and told tbem to stop.
